I believe that to-day if the incu- 
bus of the terror inspired by the Plan of Cam- 
paign conspirators could be lifted from the 
breasts Of the people the majority of Irish 
hearts would de brighter and happier than 
ever before. The mass of the Irish people 
are weary of agitation, of boycotting and of 
the eraver forms of crime which have charac- 

terized the past tem years. I have, added 

Mr. Baifour, no doubt whatever that it wiil, 

and the Government would fail in its 
duty should it mot endesvor to break 
the chain of anarchy which binds 
eommunities like that of Tippera and 

against which men like Bishop O’Dwytr are 
manfully struggling. Whatever the Parnell- 

ites may say, the issue is not of politics, but 
of laws that apply to England, Ireland and 

Scotiand, and that will be enforced in Ireland, 

as they are enforced and obeyed in Great Brit- 

aln, as long as I hold the post ef Chief Secre- 

tary.’’ 

THE FLIGHT TO AMERICA. 

When asked for an expression as to the 
flight of Dillen and O’Brien, Mr. Balfour 
sald: ‘I have never accused either 
of them of personal cowardice, 
and Mr. Dillon especially has the 
courage to avow bis Intentions and purposes 
and face the consequences. The explanation of 
their course is very simple, The conspiracy 
is in sore straite for money, and they expect 
to get it in America.’’ 

In regard to the Eccles election Mr. Balfour 
said that it did not turm on the Irish question, 
but on the eight-hour and temperance issues.

I 
have never been able to extract from the lat- 
ter an opiaion which any responsible Minister 
would think worthy considering, with regard 
to those questions of social and material wel- 
fare of their constituents, which ought to be 
and which are talked of outside the domaia of 
party politics. If there is a question not 
connected with politics in Ireland, it is the 
question of light railways, yet the House of 
Commons had to sit up until long after sun- 
rise to pass a bill which had for its sole object 
the hurrying up of those railway measures 
on which I partiy rely to meet such distress 
as may occur in the winter. 
GLADSTONE’S CAMPAIGN. 

Mr. Gladstone’s speeches ia Scotland have 
caused a thrill throughout Great Britalu and 
evoked the reluctant admiration of the Lon- 
don Times. Those who have thought that the 
great Liberal leader was declining ian mental 
vigor have had to confess thelrerror. Never 
have his addresses been more forcible, nor his 
line of argument better sustained. The 
speech at Dundee is considered the 
masterpiece of his Scottish campaign. He has 
shown that crime is decreasing in Ireland, not 
on account of eoercien, Dut because the Irish 
people have faith that the great Liberal move- 
ment in their behalf in Great Britain will be 
sucecessiul. He has also shown that under 
the present Government thousands of acres 
of derelict farms are golsg out of cultiva- 
tion every year, and he has depicted in 
letters of light the gross wrong done by the 
Irish administration in shadowing citizens 
not charged with crime and in rejecting jury- 
men solely on the ground ofreligion. Mr. 
Gladstone has had to stand some bitter at- 
tacks on the ground ot his advocacy of the 
disestablishment of the Scotch houses. Ata 
meeting in Dalkeith the Rev. Dr. 
Scott of Edinburgh said that . 
Mr. Gladstone was the means of bring - 
ing about the disestabiishment of the church 
he would do that whieh would brand bis name 
to all posterity as having perpetrated the 
greatest insult that could be given to the peo- 
ple of Scotlaad. But these hard words do not 
seem to move Mr. Gladstone, who had to 
to stand much harsher expressions when he 
was labering for disestablishment in Ireland. 

AIMED AT THE LEAGUES.

The Real Cause ofthe Trouble in Switzer- 
lahd—Netes From Berlia.

From the period of 
the reformation Switzerland was divided into 
Protestant and Catholic cantons and this was 
for ages sufficient distinction between the 
two elements of the population in a politica!

in the ranks of the nominally Catholic popu- 
lation opposed to Clericalism and influence 
ia civil affairs. 
FREED FROM CHURCH DOMINATION. 

In France and Italy this class, not identical 
In all things, but in a general sense animated 
by one spirit and purpose, is politically dom- 
imant, and the church bas lost its ancient 
power in the civil administration. This eve- 
lution is now going on in the Catholic Oan- 
toms of Switzerland, and, as in Italy and 


France, itis attended by more or less vie- 


lence. The Clericals, entrenched behind 
local constitutions framed under absolute 
conditions, are striving to hold the reins, 
which the Radicais are equally determined to 
grasp from them. In Ticino the Radicals have 
achieved success through revolution, and in 
Friborugh the Conservative Clerical Govern- 
ment has been menaced with serious violence, 
the timely reinforcement of the police pre- 
venting the suctess of an attempted Insurrec- 
tion, The sympathy of the Federal Council is 
decidedly with the Radicals and opposed to 
the clericals, and although the Government 
evidently means to fulfil its Federal obliga- 
tions, yet no doubt is left as to which party 
possesses the good will of the supreme 
authority, and there is equally little doubt 
that Chureh and State in the Swiss Cantens 
will follow the fate of Church and State in the 
adjoining nations of Latin origin.

C. A. Gitehell. who imagines that he is the 
cholee of the Twelfth Ward Republicans for 
the House of Delegates to ll the late Delegate 
Hilgeman’s unexpired term, received a 
lesson last evening that ought to convince 
him of his mistaken impression.

Te Avoid Cenfasion at the Polls. 


Mr. Fielding Mansfield, who has been giv- 
ing much attention to the Austraiianm baliot 
reform law of late, is satisfied that there will 
be no confusion experienced at Tuesday’s 


election ifthe inetructions te the judges and 
voters are carried out. Speaking om this sub- 
ject yesterday be said: 

„eit has been intimated that many voters 
will be prevented from voting by reason of 
the time consumed in the preparation of the 
Austraiian ballots. It willbe shown that if 
the number of voters ina precinct isnot too 
great to prevent their voting under the old 
system, then there will be mo bindrance te 
casting all the votes by reason of the 
preparation of the Australian dalots. 
Through my efforts an ordimance dividing 
each of the ütteen largest precincts, contain- 
ing respectively from 750 to 1,200 registered 
voters, was passed by the Municipal Assembiy 
last July, in anticipation of the inauguration 
of this Australian ballet law. This increase in 
the number of precincts will afford great re- 
lief, and will enable many voters to vote who 
would otherwise have been prevented from 
voting. 

The statute provides for one booth at each 
precinct for each hundred electors who voted 
at the last preceding general election. Each 
voter is limited to five minntes ia the use ofa 
booth in the preparation of bis ballet. II a 
precinct contains 100 voters it will be 
Provided with ome dooth. If each voter 
tonsumes five minutes in preparing his 
ballot, then twelve voters can pre 
pare their ballots in one hour, or 156 voters 
tan prepare their ballots in one booth in 
thirteen hours—the time during which the 
polls are opes. This will admit of the prep- 
aration of fifty-rix more ballots than would 
be required for the 100 actual voters, provided 
one man followed another without any ioss 
ef time. This shows a margin of 56 
per cent and under the ordinary 
eonditions of voting 100 voters can prepare 
and cast 100 bailotsain thirteen hours. The 
heavy vote is cast from 6 to l0a. m. (four 
hours) and from 5 to 7p. m. (two hours), a 
@tal of six hours. By preparing twelve bal- 
inte in one hour in one booth, this admits of 

o preparation of seventy-two ballots during 
the six hours. The remaining twenty-eight 
ont of the 100 ballots would be prepared 
bt weoen 10 o’clock a. m. and 65 o'clock 
Pm.

When they reached the sixty-foot bridge or 

trestie back of the Cement-works Miss Mo- 

Millan induced the girls to walk out on it with 

her. When over the creek she suddenly 

seized Nellie and, despite her struggies, 

threw her over the side.

HILADELPHIA, a.. 
Nov. l.—James G. 
Blaine arrived at 
Broad Street Station at 
I: o'clock this after- 
noon. Mr. Biaine 
bowed sligutiy in re- 
sponse to the repeated 
cheers of the crowd 
assembled, but smiled 
mo assenting respense 
when the shouts of 
*‘speech’’ went up. 
The party that came 
on the special car from 
Washington inoluded the Secretary of State, 
Mrs. Biaine, Mas. Walter Damrosch and 
James G. Blaine, Jr., Postmaster Genera! 
Wanamaker and Messrs. Tyler and Jones. A 
committee accompanied by Edwin 8. Stuart 
and Col. Samuel Bell aad a number of special 
correspondents went toe Wiimington this 
morning in the train which left Philadelphia 
at 11:25. 

When Broad Street Station was reached 
there were cheers and hand clappings from 
the hundreds assembled. The Secretary and 
the Postmaster-General were conveyed to the 
Btratferd Hotel, where luncheon was had. 
Mrs. Blaine, ber son, Mrs. Damrosch and Mr. 
Tyler bad luncheon separately. At the con- 
clusids of the lunch the Secretary and his 
party proceeded at once to the Academy of 
Music.

MR. BLAINE’S SPEECH. 
At the Academy of Music Mr. Blaine spoke 
as follows: 

*"LADIES AXD GBEHNTLEMEN—Thanking you 
fret of all for an old-tashioned, hearty Penn 
sylvania welcome, for which on this occasion, 
as on many others, Iam your debtor, I shall 
proceed to the duty in haed. This is not an 
erdinary occasion or I weuld not be here. 

Mr. Biaime then spoke of the political cam- 
paign in this State and continued as follows: 

The Congress of the United States bas 
lately passed a new tariff bill. Do you suppose 
that the great free trade papers of New York 
and eleewhere througbout the union would 
eare to follow up Mr. Delameter on personal 
chaages t they did not have the great pur- 
pose beyond? It they can ciect Mr. Pattison 
and defeat Mr. Delameter it Is 

A PRO DIGIOUS GAIN 
to the cause of free trade and it is a prodigious 
loss te the cause of protection.

for the first time in danger of defeat. The 
election of a Repubilcan Governor in this 
stronghold of Republicauism is not assured 
Dy any means. The situation is a most 
peculiar ene. There are three tickets in the 
field; it is the first time in the history of 
the State that the contest has not 
been a fair, square fight between Re- 
publicanism and Democracy. This year the 
Republicans are between two fires. On the 
one side is the new party—the Alliance— 
which has frightened the wits out of the pol- 
iticlans.

when you know it, like everything else, and 
to know it it isn’t necessary to go through the 
operat ion with your own person; im fact, an 
experience of thet kind alone will give 
no more information than you have now. The 
cvsuse and effect, as gained by Dr. Philip 
EK. Doslin, Ceroner’s physician, says the New 
York Sun, who has made the study of shock 
one of rare interest, and who has delivered 
lectures on that and relative subjects before 
the Medico- Legal and other jsocieties, are 
something like this: 

There are two divisions of nerves that every 
man bas conceaied about his person. One is

imal life, because it influences the physical 
actions of man. It finds ite harbor along the 
spine and in the brain, and influences one 
to make this, that, or the otber action, such 
as a steno forward or the — ofa hand.

“Free Trade” Not Such a Wrecker 
of His Life After All. 


Bis Condition Ie Far Better Than His 
American Brether Has Taught 
te Believe—The Wages That Are Paid 
Carpenters, Bricklayers and Working- 
men Gencraliy—Their Hemts and the 
Manner in Which They Live—Times 
Good fer English Werkingmen—Soeme 
Fallacies Expleded.

The fact ie, he continued, that business 
ofall kinds seems pushing, and he whois 
rigbt and has got an arm on him can eara 
good wages. Why, I'll come near taking my 
£3 ($15) this week, and I have taken £2 10s for 
a good while. No, we have nothing to com- 
plain of, and I’ve taken care of my family ina 
prime way. 

**Let me see, I said, you are a carpen- 
ter, and take from $10 to $15 dollars a 
week for nine hours worka day, and extra 
for over time. 

do not know anything about dollars, but 
I get nine pesoce an hour for time work, and 
can make more than a shillimg an hour by the 
Piece, and its a nasty week when I donot 
take two £2 ($10) or more. 

Are you not an exception to the rule?“ 

Not at all. Bricklayers, masons and other 
mechanics make fully as much, because the 
price per hour is regulated by the trades so- 
cieties, but when it is possibile all classes of 
work is let out dy the plece, and then it de- 
pends upon aman’s skilland industry how 
much he makes, but there are very few me- 
chanics worth having that cannot take from 
£2 up if they choose to. 

After much careful inquiry I had already as- 


certained the facte which this strong work-. 


man put so clearly. There isa wonderful im- 
provement inthe condition ofall classes of 
working people here, and the demand for 
skilied labor can hardly be satisfied, even ia 
what most people would all this over- 


crowded metropolis. 

Youno longer see the hundreds of poor 
wretches sieeping at night in Trafalgar 
Square, and in the day time in the park. Only 
three years ago when I spentsix weeks poring 
over the mysteries of this wonderful town, 
that was one of the saddest sights I en- 
countered. Itisno longer there, and there 
are more bright faces on the street and 
general testimony that those who are willing 
to work can got good wages for it. Perhaps 
the most powerful evidence of that fact is 
that it is next to impossible now to geta 

otng man to enlistin the army, and the 
Nee ent is at this moment making frantic 
with very few re- 
sponses. It has reduced the term of 
enlistment to three years, and is con- 
stantiy making regulations calculated to 
attract the young men of the land tothe ser- 
vice. Ifthey were in distress it is quite 
likely that handsome clothes and a life of 
comparative ease would attract them. But 
they are getting work at good wages now, 
and the army is next to their last thought. 

I have taken my 

CARPENTER FRIENDS 

as an example of the wages paid to mechan- 
jes in London because lfound them so per- 
tet ly fair, and such a perfect type of eighteen 
other workers among stonemasons, brick- 
layers, cabinetmakers and building trades of 
that character that I had conversed with upon 
the subject. A common laborer of the rousta- 
bout sort can command his pound ($5) or 
more a week, for ordinary enough rougb 
work, and very many get S'sbillings ($7.50). 
Drivers and men of that class from §7.50 to 
for six days’ labor. When you come to take 
into consideration the purchasing power of a 
dollar to the English artisan or laborer, this 
means a very excellent rate of wages. Indeed 
more than is paid to asimilar class of workers 
in New York Oity, when the difference in the 
price of living is for one moment considered, 
and of course the only fair comparison as to 
living and rates of wages le Between London 
and Manhattan Island, the metropolis of the 
new world as this is of theold. 

Do you live near here?“ I asked when our 
chat about wages lagged 

ie minutes’ walk

Of course, a large number of workmen, 
who are obifgea to live over in the old city of 
London or within easy reach of the Strand, 
that they may be able to get at their work 
readily in the morning, are obliged to live in 

varters something on the order of smal 

até, but even their rent charges do 
not reach more than 2 or 80 cents a 
week more than the mechanic, who 
has the little house within a one or two- penny 
bus ride from the great traffic thoroughfare. 
In fact, a verv large elass of the bone and 
sinew of London life live in the houses, for 
the natural tendency of a provident English- 
man iste have a home rather than apart 
ments. 

Over in the East End of London 
rough districts as Whitechapel, Mile End, 
Houndsditeh and ether familiar iocalities 
many mechanics of the lower order live an 
are employed in making cheap furniture and 
doing all classes of rough mechasical werk 
where cheappess and not quality is the con- 
sideration. Even here the rate of wages 
is good cempared with the 
work done, and the men earn 
twenty to thirty shillings ($6 to 81. 
and the women from 10 to 16 shillings ($4.50 to 
$4) a week. The better ciass of workers in 
the various trades will reach from 4 to W 
shiliiags ($10 to $12.50) for six days’ work, 
While the „ in this quarter are by no 
means as goed as many other places, they are 
very ebeap, are kept clean, and people can 
live very comfortably on what they earn, un- 
less they leave their wages at the rum shop 
before they get bume, which is too often the 
case. In fact, the greatest draft on an Es- 
glish laborer’s wages is the money he demands 
for beer, no matter how cramped the family 
store, but there is considerable improvement 
noted even in this phase of lifenere. Much 
less dissipation is reperted in past years. 

This week I visited a large cabinet manu- 
factory and chatted with several of the work- 
ingmen, all of whom bore the same testimon 
to good wages and general cententment. 
asked the manager to what he attributed the 
marked improvementinthe working classes 
during the past few years. He said: 

»The fact is masters who employ men and 
péopie in the higher walks of life generaliy 
have been paying more attention to the ia- 
boring classes within the last two or three 
years. The men also themselves have been 
looking more to themselves. Their trade 
unions have been well managed, and when 
they have asked foran increase in their pay, 
they have usually gotten it. In fact, for two 
years past business has been so pushing that 
the men have bad it pretty mueh all their 
own way. The employer was so busy with 
orders that be could not afford to have a con- 
troversy with his workingmen. It is a very 
easy thing to put wages up, but very dim 
cult to get them down again. But just sow, 
no one has any cause for complaint, and the 
relations between capital and labor are quite 
friendly. Beth have too much to do to quar- 
rel. This condition ofaffairs is of two-faid 
benefit to our workingmen. It makes them 
contented, aud toavery great extent keeps 
them out of the rum shop. Oonsequentiy 
there la a great decrease im intemperance 
since laboring men began to assert them- 
selves, and our people began te treat them 
better. I have bees in business twenty-four 
years, and have never known our méchanics 
to be 


80 WELL TO Do, 
and ihope ne era of depression win 
upon us to unsettie them. 

„Are other trades as well off as your oon? 

„„es, some ot them even more pushed. 
Plumbers, painters, carpenters, blacksmiths, 
and all that class are in demand, and althouch 
the average rate of wages is 9 pence (18 cents) 
per hour, the work isso let out by tle piece 
that good mechanics make much more than 
the standard price which the unions Ox. In 
fact, wherever itis possibie in this country 
work is always let out by the piece, and it is 
better for both employer and employed. But 
this wage question is a very important one, 
and it Will probably never be solved to the 
satisfaction of those who have and those who 
want. 

The London dus driver is a great character, 
and isin sharp contrast with men employed 
in the same pursuits in the United States. No 
class of workinemea anywhere of that grade 
are so bright, well dressed and cockney as the 
men whe guide omnibuses through the busy 
thoroughfares of Londos. Many of them, 
with their tall hats, kid gloves and button 
hole bouquets and cigars or pipe, look more 
like a passenger than like drivers. Then if a 
stranger wants half an hour of pleasure and 
good information he can find it better no- 
where in this country than in climbing to 
a boxseat bythe side of a Jehu and engag- 
ing bim in conversation while he is 
traveling on his route. Almost universally 
they are good talkers, entertaining and in- 
atructive. Indeed they seem to study te be all 
this, and they get many a shiliing that would 
never fall into their hands were they surly. 
They quite understand that, and make the 
best possible use of their talents to increase 
their revenue, These dus drivers receive 
from the great companies who employ them 6 
shillings ($1.50) a dav, and there le no day 
during good weather when they do not add 
something to it through their politeness to the 

assengers who travel withthem. They work 
ourteen hours, getting rests between 
each trip, an time for meals. 
Most of them live within easy 
reach of the stables, where their 
work begins, and they live ina manner gui 
in keeping with their appearance on the box. 
For imetance,a man who has a fair-siged 
family will join some friend equally fixed end 
take a nice nine or ten-roomed house, for 
which they pay 12 or 14 shillings ( or $3.50) a 
week and divide the rooms and rent between 
them. Those who rent floors or live ia apart- 
ments only pay from 4 to 6 shillings ($1 to 
$1.50) a week rent, but whether in houses or 
rooms they have attractive homesto go te 
when their work le over, because 
dirt and uncléeanliness seems to 
be an unknown quantity in those grades of 
English life. Even the poor, besotted devil 
who neglects his work, and is wretched be- 
— compare fiom his own misdeeds will 

rush up a bit two or three times a week and 
try to dave a sprig of grass or an Eaglish 
rose on the window sili.

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THE MAFIA’S CRUSADE. 


TWENTY-NINK MURDERS OHARGED TO ITS 
ACCOUNT IN NEW OBLEANS.

Only One Case Where the Criminal Was 

Breught te Justice—Dominatieon of As- 

saasinatieon—The Italians Overnawed by a 

Band of Ruffians, Who Exacted Tribute 
From Merchants. 


HE recent assassina- 
tion of Supt. D. C. 
Hennessy, the head 
of the New Orleans 
police force, and the 
fact tagt all the testi- 
mony thus far se- 
cured goes to show 
that it was committed 
by a band of hired 
Italian murderers, 
has aroused a deep 
feeling throughout all classes in New Orleans. 
At first this feeling was directed against the 


entire Italian population, and for a day ortwo | 


a riot was fearéd tm which an indiscriminate 
attack would be made upon Italians gener- 
ally. But the frenzy inte which the people 
were at first thrown soon passed,and was suc- 
ceeded by a calm determination to nunt ip 
the murderers and extirpate the system df 
murder imported into New Orleans from 
Sicily many years ago and followed at inter- 
vals more or less regular by the lower class of 
Italians, or the Dagoes, as they are more 


po pularly called, says a correspondent of the 
New York Herald. 

Before entering upon the consideration of 
the monstrous recerd of crime tor which 
La Maia ts held responsible, a word 
about the Italian population. New Orleans 
has a larger proportion of Italians in her 
population thas any other city in the 
United States. The first Italian immigrants 
came to this city, and a steady stream has been 
pouring In ever since. According to the cen- 
sus of 1880 there were then living in New Or- 
leans 20,000 people with Italian fathers, and 
nearly all of these hed Italian mothers as 
weil. Since that time the immigration bas 
been largely Italian, perhaps 5,000 Italians 
having landed at the levee during the decade. 
Nearly all of these remained in the city. 
Tbere are probably twenty-five thousand 
people of Italian parentage now resident in 
New Orleans, and not less than halt ofthis 
namber are natives of Italy, the majority be- 
ing from the lower classes of the Sicilies. 
Many of them were the very dregs of the pop- 
ulation, and uo ineonsiderable number be- 


longed to the criminal classes. There has 
been little care exercised in enforcing the 
immigration laws, and pauper and criminal 
alike have been landed without question. 
Small wonder, therefore, thatthe peculiar 
methods ofthe Sicilian vendettist and the 
ratices of La Mafia early found lodgement 
6re. 
NOT ALL BAD. 

Many of the Italians who have come to New 
Orleans have proved themselves to be honest, 
sober, industrious 
citizens. Many of 
them are prospereus 
merchautse and not a 
few prominent in the 

rofessions. In fact 
hey are found in all 
the higher walks of 
lite. In certain lines 
of business they are * 
without rivals. The 
practically cou iror 
the fruit trade, and by * 
their energy and en- T 
terprise have made it 
one of the moet four- 
ening branches of 
the city’s commerce. 

Two or three Italian

THE DEBADLY TRIBUNB. 

The associations which mark out the vie- 
tims for-assassination or blackmail are con 
trolled by councils of three, according te the 
detectives. They have no regular place of 
meeting, but are called together by the coun - 
cile whenever an emergency arises. As far as 
the detectives have been able to discover they 
never meet twice in the same place. The 
reason for this is obvious. It would not take 
the detectives long to loeste the den, as the 
place of meeting is called, and arrest the 
mem bers. 

As 4 rule the victims of the association have 
deen Italians. In a period of thirty-five years 
only four persons of any other nationality 
bave been murdered by Italians, and Supt. 
Hennessy is included in the number. Not al 
of these have fallen victims to the vendetta or 
the Mattia, and but one was unavenged. In

nearly every casein which an Italian was the 
victim the silent stiletto was employed. It 
made no poise, the victim raised no outcry 
and the witnesses were dumb, terror of the 
consequences or obligation to their féllows 
keeping them quiet. The law was never ap- 

aled to by the friends of the siain. They 
ided their time and avenged the murder 
themselves at the first convenleat oppor- 
tunity. 

The first ease in the police records in which 
other than a Dago fell before the stiletto was 
in 1856, when a voung creole named Sufferan- 
derie interfered in a quarrel between Italians 
and endeavored toseparate them. An arm 
was raised and descended and Sufferanderie 
tell to the ground acorpse, the cruéi steel 
having passed complete! hrough bis body, 
from back to breast. he assailants were 
never discovered. 

The next case was in 1860, when Norbert 
Trepagaier, Clerk of the Criminal Court, was 

set upon by Italians 
and left for dead in 
the vicinity of the 
Marine Hotel, the 
Itallan headquarters 
in that day. The 
deed was tefribly 
avenged.

MAFIA’S BLOODY RECORD. 

The record of secret assassination due to the 
vendetta end the Mafia is a long one. Twenty- 
nine persons have beén murdered in this city 
during the past thirty-five years, and in not a 
single instance, except ia the case of Trapeg- 
nier, when the mob took the matter in hand, 
was the murderer brought to justice. In many 
the murderer was arrested, but witnesses 
could not be found at the trial to testify’ 
against him. Nearly all these murders are 
attributed dy the detectives to the Mafia, al- 
though some of them are unquestionably 
actuated by motives of private revenge. No 
evidence could be produced inany of the 
cases. But let the record speak for itself: 

On Jan. 4, 1855, Francisco Dom@mgo was 
stabbed to death by Guillermo Borellerio. The 
murder was the result ofan old grudge. Do- 
mingo went scet free. 

On Oct. 29, 1855, an Italian was found in the 
swamp in the rear ofthe city with nineteen 
stab wounds in the body. The murderer or 
murderers were never discovered, 

On May $1, 1860, John Williams, a native of 
Sicily, was stabbed to death by Angelou Ban- 
dito. Bandito was not punished for the crime. 

On July 9, 1860, Agostino Felero, 50 years of 
age, was stabbed to death by unknown Ital. 
ians. 

On Nov. 22, 1861, Francisco Saparena died 
frou: the effects ofa gunshot wound, Alex- 
andre Mariono was arrested for the crime, 
but never convicted.

On June 1. 1873, at 9 p. m., Diego Conlis was 
shottwice inthe abdomen by Sam Boretti.

The homicide Was the result of some 
words over a matter discussed at an ‘‘Italian 
meeting a few days vefore. 

On Oct. , 1874, Pedro Groges was shot 
and killed by tnknown parties, supposed te 
have been Italians. No evidence could be 
procured, 

On Dec. 16, 1874, Salvador Claccia was 
shot to death by Matteo Jerojio, who escaped 
arrest. ‘ 

On Nov. 21, 1874, the dead body of Colone 
Nicola was found in the swamp in 
the rear of tue city, where lt had deen 
carried by the murderers and buried under 
the leaves. The man had been stabbed to 
death. His assassins were never discovered. 

On Oct. 10, 1864, at 8 p. m., Luca Glacons 
was shot in the abdomen and killed. His 
murderer was never prosecuted for want of 
evidence. 

About the same time Pietrano Vitrono died 
from the effects of a fractured sxull. No one 
wasever arrested forthe murder. 

On July 12, 1874, Guiseppe Calabro received 
a load of buekshot in the abdomen while pass 
ing through Murderer’s alley, whieh is in- 
babited by Italians. His murderers remain 
unknown. He is believed to have been tae 
victim of the vendetta. 

On the night of June 4, 1875, Andreas 
Rorretto was found lvisg on the floor of No. 
30 Hospital street in a dying condition, the re- 
sultofa bullet ln his abdomen and several 
minor wounds, Near bim was a chair also 
riddled with buckshot. In an adjoiping room 
Jose Battala was found coneealed. Mrs. Bat- 
tala was discovered in the act of eoncealing 
the pistol with whieh the bloody deed bad 
been done. Borretto and Battala had been 
engaged with others ln a general row sume 
months Defore, in which both were wounded. 
The offence with which Borretto was charged 
was the killing of a relative of Battala; hence 
the vendetta. 

Ou Aug. 81, 1877, Francis Calea had his skull 
fractured by Antonia Borgia, who fled the 
8 ** and escaped punishment for the mur- 

er. 

On March 2, 1879, Joseph L. Msetfatoro was 
fouhd dead on Paris avenue, with a gunshot 
wound In the neck and bDack. The cause of 
the murder was never ascertained and no ar- 
rests were made.

AN ITALIAN WITNESS, 

On the night of July 15, 1881, Antonio La- 
brousa was waylaid and assassinated by 4 
pumber of men.

Glatono Ardatto was charged with 
the crime, assisted by Verginee Vassio aad 
one Anocio. Before Ardatto was arrested a 
counter attack was made upon him, in which 
he was severely wounded.

Labrvussa 
was suspected af having given information 
to the authorities upon which the arrest wa 
made, andit was determined to ‘‘remove’ 
him, Ardotto, Vassio and Anneco being se- 
lected forthe work.

In the meanwhile the cabman who had 
testified in the first trial repented of his 
action and dis appeared. There thus being 
no evidence against him Ardotto escaped, 
Ardotto was taken to the hospital after the 
ah ing of Labroussaand the attseck upon 
himself. He thought he was about to die and 
sent for Tony Matrango. Matrango is one of 
themen whom Supt. Hennessy accused of 
belonging to the Mafia. 

On Feb. 3, 1881, Natile Benfonti died from 
strychnine aGministered to him according to 
the Coroner's jury, by Tony Mango. The 
murderer escaped arresrand is still at large. 

On Oct. 1, 1884, Paulo Vitrano was shot 
through the head and body while sitting in 
front of his residence. The murderer was 
never discovered. 

On the night of Dec. 12, 1886, Vincent Reffo 
was murdered at hie residence. His assassin 
was never discovered. In July last Rocco 
Geraci, who had been a material witness for 
the prosecution in the Provenzano trial, was 
arrested as he was leaving the court room, 
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Interior of Resort in Iialien Quarter. 
charged with being the murderer of Raffo. 
The witnesses against him were friends of the 
Provenzano party. They testified that the 
saw the murder committed and said their 
long silence was due to fear of the conse- 
quences of disclosure. The Grand-jury re- 
fused to credit the testimony of such siow 
witnesses.

How Dick Lancaster Got Into the Grand-Jury Room and How 
Robert Hausperger Disappeared. 


On His Own Request Judge Normile Appointed the Politician Though He Was 
Not on the List of Jurors—The Validity of Forty-one Indictments Put in 
Question and Another Batch Squashed by a Great Scheme—Stormy Scenes 
Between the Grand-Jurors and Hot Rebukes to the Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney, Zachritz—Chief of Police Harrigan Penounces Lancaster asa Liar— 
Outraged Grand-Jurors Attempt to Swear Out Warrants—Secrets of the 


Session. 


There was a stormy scene in the Grand- jury 
room yesterday morning. 

Balked in an earnest attempt to do their 
duty, Dwight Tredway, the foreman of the 
body; K. R. Scott, the well-known livery man ; 
Mr. G. W. Toms, the financial agent; EK. G. 
Soudder, and other jurors left the room to 
personally protest before the OCorrt 
against the complicity of State 
officials in hampertng justice, and the 
conduct of Grand-jurorse Richard D. Laneas- 
ter and Robert Hausperger. Judge Norulle 
professed ignorance of the fight which has 
been waging inthe Grand-jury room since 
last Thursday. The fact was later revealed to 
the Grand-jurors that Judge Normile 
himeelf was responsibie for the 
miscarriage of justice. He bad at the per- 
sonal request of one suspected of baving «& 
purpose in serving placed on the Grand-jury 
aman who bad no right to sit with that body. 
He failed to do his prescribed duty in com- 
pelling Hausperger’s attendance and again in 
failing to make anew appointment in order 
pot to nullify the work done. 

The rosult was that Judge Normile deciined 
to receive the indictments prepared by the 
Grand- jury and submitted yesterday, the last 
day ot the term. Worse than thie, the whole 
work of the session is probably nullified and 
ip the opinion of able criminal lawyers forty 
indictments for various off enses dave been 
vitiated. . 

The Grand-jurors who lef the Four Courts 
yesterday morning have had a queer experi- 
euce with Four Courts justice. Here is a 
sample case: The case of a burglar named 
Beott, who broke into C. W. McLean’s sport- 
lag goods store and who was arrested at the 
Globe Hotel, en Sixth street, with the plunder 
In his possession, was called up. 
Mr. McLean was called and testified. 
The officer who recovered the plunder 
testified. An indictment was drawn up 
and signed for presentation to court when it 
was discovered ©1HAT BURGLAR SCOTT 
BMAD SIGNED HIS OWN BOND, THOUGA 
HE DOES NOT OWN A POLLAR’S WORTH 
OF PROPERTY, DID NOT PUT UPA DOM 
LAR’S SECURITY, AND 1S NOW IN THE 
STATE OF CONNKETICUT. No other name 
appears on the bond. 

When the indignant Grand-jurors demanded 
to know why they were called upon to go 
through such meaningiess business, they 
were blandly told that it was not the inten- 
tion to prosecute Burglar Scott, and he had 
been released from Jalil. 

LOTTERY AND BOODLE. 

The grand jurors specially set about two 
things. Im both they were baiked and in both 
instances were they baiked by Dick Lancaster, 
who was underhandediy placed upon the 
Grand-jury, where be had no more right to sit 
this term than a resident of Lilinois. On Oct. 
14 the Grand-jery was empanneied. When 
the list was called Dick Lancaster was 
on hand. He was not on 
the panel, but he was eager 
to got on the grand jury. He stated as the 
only excuse for hie anxiety to get on the grand 
jury that R. J. Lancaster, the book-keeper of 
bie firm had, been summoned. As is usual 
the business men summened were anxious td 
be excused with but few exceptions and 
these few waited hoping others 
would be called to do the 
duty. Not 80 with Lancaster. 
He privately visited Judge Normile, who ao- 
ceded to the scheme, and who appointed him 
a member ofthe Grand-jury. When Deputy 
Sheriff Al. Collins approached the Judge’s 
desk he pointed to ‘the panei of Grand-jurors 
sent to the Sheritt’s office by Jury Commis 
sioner Oarlisie. The entry read:

„Tour Honor, said Deputy Collins, R. 
D. Lancaster answers to that name. 

‘*That’s all right, said Judge Normlle. 

Unaware of what was occurring the other 
jurors sat in the box; soon the body was 
sworn and retired to the jury-room. The jury 
bed determined to take up two things, the 
corruption in the Seboo! Board and to finally 
stamp out lottery in St. Louis. 

The jury as sworn consisted of the following 
persons: 

The Grand-jury was composed of Dwight 
Trodway, foreman; M. F. S. Boswell, Henry 
Pins, George W. Toms, L. B. Bauer, Elisha G. 
Beudder, Robert Hansperger, Robert R. 
Soott, G. R. Bradbury, Bernard Hanschulte, 
R. D. Lancaster and Sime Ray. 

Foreman Dwight Tredway, on reaching the 
end of the jall docket, called the attention of 
the Grand-jury to the fact that the lottery law 
of Missourl was being dally and flagrantly 
violated. Its agents were selling tickets in 
all parte of the city aud on dally paper was 
Gefiantly advertising the corrupt scheme, 
which the National Congress has just attempt- 
ed to suppress. He suggested that as the law 
against advertising lotteries was perfectiy 
clear the Grand-jury return indictments 
against the persons responsible for these 
dally paid violations.

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Pins, who subdsequently did his 
share to retard the work, joined a feeble pro- 
test to the Assistant Ciroult Attorney’s objec- 
tion.

Mr. Joseph Franklin of the Wm. Barr Dry 
Goods Co. and Mr. B. Nugent ofthe firm or B. 
Nugent&Co. werecailed. The evidence was 
conclusive beyond ashadow of doubt. The 
vote was put and Chas. A. Gitcbell was for- 
mally indicted for publishing lottery adver- 
tisements. 

THE INDICTMENT DRAWN. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Zachritz was in- 
structed to prepare an indictment. But later 
the Grand-jury, considering his attitude, 
calfied on Mr. Orrick C. Bishop of the Circuit 
Attorney's office. The indictment was drawn 
up, read to the Grand-jurors and signed. 

Grand-juror R. R. Scott then moved that 
the Grand-jury take up an investigation of 
boodling in the School Board. He had a list 
of witnesses who could throw light op the 
doings of certain members of that 
body. He presented the names. 
This brought Grand-juror Lancaster 
to the front. He presented the name of a 
witness whom he desired to have called at 
once. Mr. Scott objected. Lancaster insist- 
ed. Mr. Scott protested against Lancaster’s 
attempt to frustrate an investigation which he 
(Scott) had moved, and he showed in the 
warmth of the debate that he was aware of 
the fact that to call any person as a witness 
precluded that person’s indictment. While 
this was gong onthe attitude of Grand Juror 
Lancaster was ascertained by two of the 
jurors, one of whom charged that Lancaster 
had got his seat in the Grand-jury room by 


irregular methods, and that it was e 
that he liad a purpose in getting fü ko jury- 


room. Sucb opposition, considering. the fact 
that the jury’s term expired yesterday, eon 
clusively defeated the inquiry. A member of 
the board was called, and under oath said the 
Grand-jury would indict nearly half the mem- 
bers if the truth was reached in the inquiry. 
But the Investigation was efiectually balked 
already. and even Mr. Scott consented, under 
the circumstances, to ite abandoament after 
hearing a singie witness. 

Yesterday the Grand-jurors reassembled. 

HAUSPERGER'S DISAPPEARANCE. 

Mr. Robert Hausperger failed to put ia an 
appearance. Dick Lancaster was in his chair. 
The foreman announced that it would be nec- 
essary to wait for the twelfth juror, or a new 
appointee before presenting the indictments. 
Lancaster startied the jurors by turning to 
Foreman Tredway and saying, ‘‘I move to 
rcon ider the vote on the indictment of C 
A. Gitchell.’’ 

The bill already signed bythe foreman lay 
on the desk in front of Secretary Toms. The 
announcement startied the jury and Lancaster 
followed it up with this explanation. He said 
that he bad seen Maj. Lawrence Harrigan, 
Chief of Police, who urged upon bim that the 
indictment of Gitchell now while he is a can . 
didate for the House of Delegates would be 
regarded asa political move, and that on ac- 
count of the presence of himself (Lancaster), 
a prominent Democrat on the Grand-jury, 
such interpretation would be placed on it and 
it would hurt the party. For this reason he 
moved the reconsideration. Henry Pins backed 
him up in the gut. The motion was put to a 
vote end failed to carry. A message was re- 
delved that the Court was walt lang on the 
D is . 

DEFEATING JUSTICE. 

‘Hausperger was not present, but word was 
brought that he wassick. A light burst upon 
the Grand- jurors. Grand-juror Scott jumped 
to hisfeetandsaid: This ie defeating jus- 
tice. The Court says he will not receive these 
bills unless presented bytwelvemen. They 
are allready.

Halt an hour later acarriage pulled up at 
2236 Franklin avenue, Mr. R. R. Scots at- 
tempted to enter the house, in company with 
Mr. Pins, who volunteered to accompany bin.

He asked to send 
a note to the alleged sick man. ‘this was re- 
fused. He volunteered to get a physician to 
ascertain if Hausperger might make the trip. 
and for justice’s sake to pay the doctor’s bill 
to accompany them. The overtures were net 
listened to, and he returned to the Four 
Courts and reported to Judge Nermile. Judge 
Normile then notified the Grand-jurors that 
he would not recelve the indictments, 

Judae Normile could and should have re- 
ceived those indictments. Under section 
6072 he should have selected another grand- 
juror if he destred to serve the ends of jus- 
tice, and accept the indictments which the 
Grand-jury offered. 

His failure todo this defeated the indict- 
ment of lottery venders and advertisers. His 
action in irregularly putting Dick Lancaster 
on the Grand-jury simply te rant the poll- 
tielan’s request made for purposes of his 
own possibiy invalidates the work of the ses- 
sion.

The Cireult Judges 
havent time to go over the entire list and 
pick out 600 men to serve as Grand-jurors, so 
the old names are continued on the list and 
have been for years. Many of the mea are 
dead and otbers are past oe but the list re- 
mains the same. have sent 
them word that certain men called 
are dead and over ase and to take their 
names off the list, and a year later those same 
names would come back. The 600 chosen 
are all elderly men; no young men are on it; 
they are men from various callings, who have 
become promisent. No one ever heard of a 
father on the 
same list 
and the would n ot 
select this obscure bookkeeper for that dutv. 
Nobody ever beard of R. J. Lancaster, and 
such a young man would not bare been ac- 
cepted. The bead of the family is the one who 
would be chosen. Besides, the middie initial 
of the Grand-jurors is wrong ina majority of 
cases, and no attention is paid to that. I 
satisfied myselfthat, however the summons 
read, it was meant for Dick Lancaster 
and not for the obscure book- -keeper, who is 
his son, and sol accepted him. Besides, ifyou 
will leok at the statute you will find one sec- 
tion which says that No exception toa juror 
on account of his citizenship, non-residence, 
State or age, or other legal — 
shall be allowed after the jury 
sworn,’ so it does not matter whether 
R. D. or R. J. Lancaster was summoned. K.

PACKING GRAND JURIES MADE BASY. 

Mr. Orrick C. Bishop, Circult Attorney 
Clover’s assistant, was found io his office 
82 27 afternoon and asked if Lancaster

It is a grave question whether it will not 
nullify every one of them. If was formerly 
the rule that the Judge ot the Criminal Court 
selected the Grand-jurors, but that power 
was taken away. It was recognized that a 
judge might use that power corruptly; that he 
might pack a jury if he was disposed to do 80, 
and also that a judge who had acted honestly 
might be charged with packing the Grand- 
{a ry by someone who bad suffered at its hands. 

© euch charge was ever brought against any 
ofthe judges who occupied the bench while 
that law was enforced, but it was deemed 
best for the safety of the people 
aud the safety of the judge 
to change the law, and Judge Laughlin 
earnestiy advocated the change, which, with 
his assistance, was made while he was on the 
bench. The law now provides that the Circuit 
Judges shall select from the jury list, 
which is made up once in two years, 
600 names which are placed on a separate 
list and these men serve as Grand- jurors. The 
law also provides that when the court wants 
a Grand- jury the Judge shall order the Jury 
Commissioner to draw a certain number. The 
names are drawn from a wheel, and the 
names so drawn are certifiedto by the Ju 
Commissioner and furmighed to the ° 
Whose duty it is to sunimon them. men 
sO summoned are legal jurors, and that is 
the only way a legal Grand-juror oan 
be obtained. Lancaster was not summoned, 
and he was only a bystander inthe court. If 
Judge Normile had authority to pick up one 
bystander and put bim on the Grand-jury, he 
had authority to pick 1 bystanders 
and make up the Grand-jiry of them. The 
statute prohibits this and it prohibits taking 
up one. Judge Normile bad no right to put 
Lancaster on the jury. Lancaster had no 
right to serve, and it is a grave question 
whether any of those indictments are valid. 

Fifteen men have pleaded guilty to the 
charges contained in those iadictments; nine 
are in the penitentiary, six are awaiting trans- 
portation to Jefferson City. Judge Nor mie“ 
usauthorized action may result in intermin- 
able complications. 

A lawyer opposes to this'theory the fact that 
the same statute provides the only legal 
measure in which a juror can be secured, and 
if he is not secured in alegal manner the 
legal exemption from challenge after 

been sworn does not apply 
because he bas no legal 
a juror whatever. No 


one can ignore a proper order made, by a 


judge, but if It beshown that the judge has 
not been legally elected to office his orders 
are null. Ie this case clearly Dick Lancaster 
was notsummoned. He wanted to serve and 
he was appointed under a power which would 
enable any Circult Judge in the State to pack 
a jury. 


Investigating Juror Hausperger’s Illness.

Peter Peterson Secures It From a Medical 
College Yesterday. 


A ton ip a medical college demanding the 
body of bis father, whieh was at the time un- 
dergoing dissection by a class of students. 

What a dramatic, and at the same time a 
pitiful situation! Yesterday morning, Peter 
Peterson, a young man who has always lived 
in this city, accompanied Undertaker Sheehan 
to the St. Louis College of Physicians and sur- 


eons for the purpose of identifying and tak- 
ng away the body of his old father, who died 
atthe C Hospital about two weeks ago. 

The undertaker asked the janitor, Albert 
Aultman, be had the body there, but the 
janiter replied that he was uncertain whether 
they had it there or not,as he kept no register 
ef the corpses brought to the college. : 

Sheenban demanded to see the bodies 80 as to 
permit the sen to identify the remains, but 
the janiter firmly refused to permit him to go 
into the dissecting room. Sheehan persisted 
but the janitor remained immovable and 
told him that he must = apermit from Dr.

Louis for forty years and then dies 
at the hospital that his som cannot prevent his 
body from being cut up. He wants te get it 
and dave it buried. Ps 

Then he went away ostensibly to get a per- 
mitfrom Dr, Brokaw to see the body. 

**That’ll ve the third body that they’ve 
claimed from here,’’ said the janitor with a 
sigh ofregret. ‘‘These people come and take 
away our cadavers after we have them nicely 
fixed for the students to work on. We got 
four justa while ago and if they take this one 
uway then we'll pave only one left, He 
sighed and shook his head at such treatment. 

On being questioned the following facts 
were given by him. All bedies which are not 
claimed at the City Hospital after seventy-two 
hours are to be sent to thedifferent medical 
colleges for dissection. When a patient comes 
to the hospital it is expected that he will give 
his name and the name of 
his relatives. They are netified 
by postal card in the event of his death and 
they are expected te claim the body within 
seventy-two hours. Sometimes they are de- 
layed in dolng so and the body is being dis- 
sected before they can find it.

4 
stiff north wind was biowing and made riding 
against it anythieg but pleasant, and 
in some cases brought riders to a stand- 
still. The ride back must 3e on record 
as one of the hardest tweive hours’ rides that 
most of the party ever experienced, and it re- 
quired careful handling to keep the party to- 
gether. After dinner the wind increased in 
violence, and on this account as well as the 
soft condition of the roads, most of the riders 
abandoned the trip to Clarksyvilie. A. L. 
Jordan and L. M. Wainwright were the only 
ones to push through, and they reported hav- 
ing had a tough time ot u. About twenty-five 
men started to ride to the Dover toll gate 

but a few miles out of tewn the roa 

was found be covered with fresh 
gravel, caused them to 
turn back. By far the larger 
crowd enjoyed themselves by climbing the 
Pinnacle, taking short turns around the city 
and visiting room 29, where the commissary 
was estabiished. After supper asm ker was 
announced, and as each man entered he was 
handed a pipe and tobacco and told to ener 
himself. Dancing, trick and fancy riding, 
music and declamations made the evening 
pase off very pleasantiy. The whole party 
returned to the city onthe Denver morning 
express, and inspite of the drawbacks the 
tour was voted a bia success. With the ex- 
ception of a tire coming off and a broken 
pedal pin, not a single accident happened, 
and the tour has given a decided impetus to 
cycling at Louisiana.

GENERAL INDIAN DISTURBANCES. 

The outbreak of the White River Utes, who 
have left the reservation in Utah and gone 
into Colorado te kill stock, is believed here to 
be part of a general uprisin prelimin to 
the appearance in the flesh of the Indian Mes- 
siah. It ls Known that the Nez Per near 
Mullen Idaho, to the number of 400 have ap- 
pear In e band at that town and presented a 
formal demand that the whites leave the 
country, to which they have no title.“ 
These are the same Nez Perces who took part 
in the massacre of 1677. They are dissatisfied 
with their reservation at La Pivai and are said 
to threaten again to overrun that vast stretch 
of Northern Idaho known as Camas Prairie. 

The excitement among Cheyennes, Ki- 
owas and Comanches is scarcely less. Capt. 
Trimpleton of the Seventh Un! States Cav- 
alry, Commandant at Fert Sill, is known to 
bave deciared within the last week that in his 
opinion the greates and most dangerous ris- 
ing of nt times is certain to come soon, as 
the Indidms bave got tie idea that the Great 
Medicine Man is coming to wipe out the 
whites and restore to them the ownership of 
the country. Capt. Tripod

renounced Christianity and entered upon a 
series of incantations and fanatical orgies is 
certainiy worthy of note.

ARE THE SIOUX STARVING? 

The epinion in this part of Dakota is that 
the Sioux have been so badly treated by the 
Governwent lately that their disaffection has 
much to justify it.

These are the facts to which there is abund- 
ant testimony, on which it is said the Sioux 
make out a streng case in equity against 
Uncle Sam. In June, 1889, the Sioux signed a 
treaty fer the cession of a part of their reser- 
vation to the Government. They have not yet 
received one cent of the consideration due 
them for that cession. Gen ok was with 
the Commission that secured their signatures 
te the treaty ; Gen. ok had been their con- 

weror, and a ter warde their benefactor and

That strance Indians, 
who have come from the West, and may even 
claim to have been inthe immedigte vicinity 
of the new Messiah, have recently joined the 
Bioux at these agencies is indisputable. They 
are spoken of as aposties of the new religion 
and it is by their advice that the Indians have 
B into vamps, given up work of ail 

inds and gone to cating, praying, singing 
and dancing—until the Millennium comes. 

APOSTLES OF THE NEW CREED. 

The excitement began among the Sioux at 
the great council! of the Sioux Nation, heid 
abeutthe middie of September on Bad River, 
some fifteen miles above Pierre, S. D. White 
men were exeludeé from the council, just as 
they are from the ceremonies in the camps in 
this vicinity, but a very well-informed gen- 
tleman named W. T. Tompkins, who has rid-

But the Indians—and bere is a 
strange thing—shali not be wheimed in the 
general ruin. They will be endowed with 
supernatural strength to wrestie with the 
al of the @ocasion, and will squirm 
through the sew soll until, after much labor 
and ao | fears and lamentations, the red 
man shall at last struggle out to the new 
surface of the new earth, where they wil! fad

antelope and wild horses ready at hand! 
There is something touching in this ha

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that their rights should be respected. The 
Sioux have been fepeatediy deceived by 
agents of the United States Government, 
notably when the attempt, that so nearly re- 
suited, in 1878, in war, was made to remove 
them by ferce to the Missouri River, but they 
trusted Crook. Now that Crook is dead the 
chiefs sav that hie Gevernment bas failed ab- 
solutely to carry out bis promises. 

The recent census at Rosebud Agency and 
here was grossiy inaccurate, my informant 
declares. The number ot Indians was counted 
down instead of properly enumerated and as 
a result their allowance of rations bas 
been greatly limited. 

Owing to the delay in the passage by Con- 
gress of the Indian Appropriation Olli, not 
only the Sioux, but the Indians of the entire

SUFFERING FOR FOOD. 

It is now October and the supplies due in July 
have not yet been sent out to them. Asa re- 
sult they listen all the more eagerly to the 
emissaries who have come from that part of 
Montana where the Messiah is said to have 
been seen. The ideaof an approaching mi- 
lennium and the extinction of the whites ren- 
ders the reservation Indians all the mere 
willing to eat their breeding sheep, cattie and 
fewls and quit work of every kind. The Sieux 
at these two great agencies—Pine Ridge and 
Rosebud—are receiving scarcely anything at 
all, even under the reduced census appor- 
tionment, instead of the full rations they are 
entitled to. 

Alithis time since July the Government 
supplies out here have been, of course, di- 
minishing. There will soon be nothing at 
all on nand to feed to the Indians except 
scanty rations of beef. Suppose, as has 
been the case in the past, extra rations of 
beef were lasued to take the place of the ra- 
tiens of flour, etc., for which there is now no 
material on hand. Theresult would be cer- 
tain starvation, for then the beef also woulda 
give out. 

It is useless to attempt to reason with starv- 
ing Indians, especially when the mysterivus 
aposties from Mentana and Utah have suc- 
ceeded in convincing hundreds ot the Sioux 
that when the Messiah appears their struggle 
for their rights will at last be crowned with 
success, and the bated whites and lying -iov- 
ernment agente will be punished as they de- 
serve. Why should theyand their children 
starve in a land of plenty? 

Indeed, a man officialiy acquainted with the 
Sioux for twenty-five years said to me yester- 
day: Broken treaties, deigyed appropria- 
tions and religious frenzy have combined to 
make the Indians feel thatthe worst has 
come tothe worst and that even if no Messiah 
came they might as well die with 
their wives and children around thom, as see 
their dear ones pinched and starved by a Gov- 
ernment that owes themaliving and has 
abundant means to pay — were it so 
disposed. By the very fall to dell them 
their supplies lu July, when they w 
the Government has, a8 last stroke cru- 
elty, deprived the Sioux of the opportunity to 
earn money by freighting these supplies. 
There was nothing to feul, ey 

eir Government food, 
epportunity to make 
money enough to buy food eisewhere.’’

THE. GARDEN IN OCTOBER. 


The Proper Way te Take Care of Chrysan- 
{hemums. 


{Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH.| 

Chrysanthemums ought to be now coming 
on in ali their luzuriasce. Now that they are 
about to expand their flowers they ought to 
have as much air and light as possible, so as 
to enrich the clearnessand brightness of the 
bieom. This is, of course, speaking of those 
that have been recently moved into the green- 
house. And mest important for them just 


now ie & systematic watering; an alternate 
watering with clear water one day, and a little 
weak manure on the next, helps to keep the 
foliage fresh and green. 

For their geseral cultivation throughout 
the year, say, beginning with January and 
February, that after Christmas nearly every 
bioom will dave disappeared, when the 
plants should be eut dewn to within some 
three inches of the pot itself; these chrysan- 
themum pots you can then piace in pits, or 
piunge in the earth, taking care to protect 
them with some dry loose litter. Notice also 
whether the soli has st all wasted from your 
pot, in which case Sil oP with fresh oom 
post. The soll, we should add, that tse best 
adapted for the ebrysasthemom is turfy 
loam and peat, while a iittie ieaf- mold is 
also a good thing. 

In March some repotting may be necessary. 
As you take the dall et earth from the pot 
shake off a good deal of the old and spent soil 
and use fresh soll and new drainage. In April 
you w and plenty of young shoots making 
their appearance, and some you can strike 
under a bell-giass. In May you can remeve 
your plants toe a sheltered and shady spot in 
the garden, where they will begin making 
the summer growth.

RACES OF OUR CONTINENT. .

N **Basays of an 
Americanist,’’ Dr. 
D. G. ruten has 
collected a num 


livered anuUi printed 
from time to time 
during the past ten 
years on various 
topics connected 
with the fgfarche- 
ology and antkhro- 
pology of the 
Amerivtan Centi- 
pent. The book is 
divided into four 
parts, devoted to Ethnolegy and Archeology, 
Mythology and Folk Lore, Graphic Systems 
and Literature and the Linguistics of the 
Aborigines. 

In the first part Dr. Brinton has reviewed 
the data for the study of the Prehistoric 
Chronology ef America—legendary, monu- 
mental, tmdustrial, tinguistic, physical 
and geologic. All these are critically ex- 
amined and many pet fancies of archeolo- 
gists disposed of. The Mongoliaa theery of 
the origin of the American Indian is not 
looked upon with favor by Dr. Brinton, who 
subjects 1t to a searching criticism. Wulle he 
does net go so far as to say that the native 
races of the Western Continent are autoch- 
thonous, or indigenous, he seems to think 
that they appeared while mau wag still 
unformed and plastic, and that all the pecu- 
liarities which distinguished the Red Indian 
from other races have arisen from the opera- 
tion of local influences since his adveyt per- 
haps 50,000 years ago as an ape-like man. 
There can be nodoudt of the enormous an- 
tiquity of man in Amer lea. No one, says 
Dr. Brintos, ‘‘who examines the evidence 
will now deny that man lived im both North 
and South America during and after the Kla- 
cial epochs, and that he was the contemporary 
ef many species of animals now extinct. The 
attempt bas several times been made to fix 
the date for the final retrocession of the 
giaciers of North America. The estimates 
have varied from about 12,000 years ago up to 
50,000, with a majority in favor of about 35,000 
ears. And there is evidence which has ied 
some investigators to believe that man was 
present om this continent even before the ice 
age. ° 
The still open question, *“Who were the 
Mound Buliders?’’ Dr. Brinton answers by 
producing an argument thatthe constructers 
of the mounds of the Ohio Valley were tne 
ancestors of tribes known and resident net 
remote from the sites of these ancient 
works. Dr. Brinton was the Orst to take 
this view ofthe matter, and his arguments 
have net deen fully accepted, but tne 
tendency of recent study is in its favor. Ia 
the chapter devoted to the subject he goes 
over the evidence carefully and ‘conoludes 


that the mounds were the work of the an- 
cestors of the Choctaw tribes and were drives 
South prebably about three er four hundred 
years before the discovery. His argument is 
* by many interesting facts, and it 
robable that this view will is time prevail. 
‘he part devoted te myths and folk lore is 
fullof strange facts and interesting conciu- 
sions. Dr. Brinton, unlike many recent 
students, believes that myths are something 
more than ‘*fumny stories’’—that they mean 
something. The myths of the ‘‘diseased 
divinity,’’ the ‘‘porcine god, the ‘‘cheating 
god, and the native idea of the under world 
are minutely examined from every point of 
view. The most curious chapter is that on 
the Journey of the Soul, in which are 
cempared the ferms of this myth as it 
appears among the ancient Egyptians, the 
ancient Aryans and the Aztecs. he curious 
similarity—in fact, identity, of the tbree is 
fully shown. But the inference is net, as was 
formeriy thought, a remote connection be- 
tween the three races, but that all races sub- 
ject to the same Influences will produce prac- 
tically the same forms of custom and myth. 
The American languages and their import- 
ance fp doco mete and ip reiation to gen-

his actions. An ebsetacie only serves to fan 
the flame of his passion. Laws, there- 
fore, are perfectiy useless as Instruments 
for suppressing such crimes. Our method of 
tackling them is efficacious. We believe 
that man will never attain the satisfaction and 
the aim of life by ministering te his passions, 
or anywhere except within himself in his own 
F poul, We endeavor, therefere, to tame and 
curb passions by a life of labor or love, devel- 
oping thereby, in a corresponding degree, the 
foree and suppleness of the apiritua! princ!i- 
ple within us; aed iz proportion as our num- 
der becomes larger and our faith *penetrates 
farther and deeper among men, will the num- 
ber ef such crimes become less. 

„Finally there is yet another ciass of crimes 
which have their root tz a sincere desire to 
help one’s fellow creatures. The ¢esire to 
aligviate the eufferings of an entire people, 
for tance, impels some men—conspirators, 
they are called—to kill a tyrant in the belief 
that they are thereby benefiting a majority. 
The source of such crimes is a mistaken con- 
viction that evil may be perpetrated in order 
that good may tollow. Now crimes ef this de- 
scription are notonly mot prevented or their 
mumber lessened dy the promulga- 
tion and application of legal pains 
and penalties, but they are posi- 
tively provoked 1 4 The persons who 
commit offenses of this kind, although griev- 
ously mistaken in their hopes and beliefs are 
tm pelied to act as they do by a nobie motive— 
a desire to do good to others. Most of these 
men, if eincere,are ready to lay down all the 
have and are for the attalinmenter their end, 
and they quail before no danger or difficulties. 
Hence years of punishmest are powerless to 
réstrain or cause them to hesitate. On the 
contrary dangers infuse new life and spirit 
inte them their suficrings raise them toe e 
dignity of martyrs, earn for them the sym- 

‘pathy of most men and stimulate many others 
to go and do likewise. This is confirmed by 
the history of any, of every people. 

We Christians believe that the ev will not 
cease entirely until all men get to understand 
the gravity of the misfortunes R causes to 
themeecives and to others. Wealeo know that 
a brotherhood cannot be founded until every 
one of us Is bhimeelf a brother; that a brother- 
hood cannot be organized without brethren. 
Therefere, we Christians, although we clearly 
perceive the error of such conspirators, can- 
not but appreciate their sincerity and self 
dental, and we draw near them on the com- 
mon ground of the positive good which it 
must be admitted they possess. 

In us they recognize not foes but people 
quite as sincere and as erly best on doing 
good as thevare themescives, and many of 
them come overto us, after baving acquired 
the conviction that a quiet life of toil and ua- 
ceasing seolicitude for the welfare of others is 
tmoomparably more beneficial to mankind, 
and a more dificult achievement than their 
monetary feats of prowess, wiiich are stained 
by the biood ef human life reediessiy sacri- 
ficed.

The best player is not neesssarily he who 
makes the longest rune or kicks, but the one 
combining good, hard isdividual play with 
team work, and he is always willing to let the 
man make a brililant play whose chances are 
the best.

arduous as it is for a 
beat race; in add! 
tien to the daily 
practice a run o? an 
twe or three miles is 
necessary for the
